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Judge blocks policy barring 
service by transgender troops 


The Trump administration’s plan to exclude transgender people from military service hit a roadblock 
Monday when U.S. District Judge Colleen Kollar-Kotelly ruled that the transgender service members 
who had sued over Trump’s policy, claiming it was discriminatory, were likely to win the lawsuit. 
She directed a return to the situation that existed before Trump announced his policy this summer, 
saying the administration had provided no solid evidence for why a ban should be implemented. The 
administration disagreed with Kollar-Kotelly’s decision and may appeal it. But for now the proposed 
ban remains unenforceable under the judge’s preliminary injunction. NEWS 3

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TRUMP EX-AIDES INDICTED 


Ex-campaign chair, his business associate accused of money laundering; a third pleads guilty

WASHINGTON » In a black Monday for Donald Trump’s 
White House, the special counsel investigating possi- 
ble coordination between the Kremlin and the Trump 
presidential campaign announced the first charges, 
indicting Trump’s former campaign chairman and 
revealing how an adviser lied to the FBI about meet- 
ings with Russian intermediaries. 

The formal charges against a total of three people 
are the first public demonstration that special counsel 
Robert Mueller and his team believe they have identi- 
fied criminal conduct. And they send a warning that 
individuals in the Trump orbit who do not cooper- 
ate with Mueller’s investigators, or who are believed 
to mislead them during questioning, could also wind 
up charged and facing years in prison.

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Californias 
gas tax 
goes up 
this week 


12 cents a gallon hike set 
to raise $2.2 billion a year

The day after Halloween, an 
unpopular force lurking in gas 
pumps will start siphoning more 
money from Californians’ wallets. 

It’s not the plot from a horror 
movie. It’s a 12 cents per gallon 
increase in the state’s base gas- 
oline-excise tax that takes effect 
Wednesday. The increase raises 
the tax to 30 cents a gallon, with 
adjustments for inflation starting 
in 2020 that could make it even 
more expensive. 

Taxes on California diesel fuel 
are going up as well. The excise 
tax on diesel will rise 20 cents, 
making the total tax 36 cents a 
gallon. And the diesel sales tax 
rate will go from 1.75 percent to 
5.75 percent. 

But wait. There’s a sequel. 

Starting next year, a new fee 
ranging from $25 to $175 based 
on a vehicle’s worth will be added 
to the cost of vehicle registration, 
with zero-emission vehicles sub- 
ject to a $100 annual fee starting 
in July 2020. 

It’s all designed to raise $5.2 
billion a year for the next 10 years 
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SBlaims to raise $5.2 billion a 
year for 10 years to fix roads and 
fund transportation projects.
